TOBACCO LEAF DISEASES 

An application of bluestone and 
lime to plant beds will do much to 
control leaf diseases of tobacco. Make 
this application when the plants are 
established in the bed and are pro¬ 
ducing the first leaves, or just before 
they are in the “square.” Make a 
second application ten days later. 

The mixture is applied to the bed 
with an ordinary 10-quart sprinkling 
can without removing the cotton cov¬ 
er from the bed. Logs or boards used 
to frame the bed should be sprinkled 
also. A 50-gallon container of the 
mixture will treat 200 square yards, 
or 66 linear yards of bed 9 feet wide, 
or 50 linear yards of bed 12 feet wide. 
This is at the rate of 1 quart per 
square yard. 

Prepare the bluestone and lime 
mixture as follows: Fill a 50-gallon 
barrel or oil drum three-fourths full 
of water. Thoroughly mix 4 pounds 
of commercial hydrated lime in 
three or four gallons of water. Dis¬ 
solve 3 pounds of powdered bluestone 
in about 4 gallons of water in a wood¬ 
en bucket or crock. If you do not 
have powdered bluestone, beat the 
crystals into a fine powder before 
trying to dissolve them. Pour the 
lime paste into the barrel of water) 
and stir.

While stirring vigorously, 
add the bluestone slowly.

Stir the mix¬ 
ture each time the sprinkling can is 
filled. CAUTION.’The water, barrel 
and other containers should be free 
from bits of material which will clog 
the sprinkler. 

In the second treatment 3 pounds 
of arsenic of lead to 50 gallons of 
mixture could be added. This, of 
course, is to control chewing insects. 
A lot of losses that come to tobacco 
in the field is often due to what 
started in the bed. Russell Hunt, to¬ 
bacco specialist of the university of 
Kentucky, states that diseases that 
start in the bed are often the cause 
of so many leaves falling off the stalk 
in the field. 

The above treatment is an inex¬ 
pensive one and can be applied by 
most anyone. The cost of material for 
treatment of 200 square yards of ma¬ 
terial twice should not be over 80 
cents.

BEEF PRODUCTION 

A study which the Kentucky col¬ 
lege of agriculture made of beef 
cattle raising showed that it cost an 
average of $20.13 to feed a cow until 
the calf was weaned. The cost ranged 
from $10.41 to $32. the lower figure 
applying to farmers who fed less 
grain and more low-grade and low- 
priced roughage, such as lespedeza 
hay, fodder, silage and straw. 

The survey was made in Union, 
Todd, Christian and Logan counties, 
in order to determine the profitable¬ 
ness of raising beef cattle on Ken¬ 
tucky farms. 

Points brought out include the im¬ 
portance of the milk production of 
the cow, where the calf is sold di¬ 
rectly from the cow. It also was in¬ 
dicated that the earlier dropped 
calves gave higher net returns than 
those dropped later. 

Stockmen raising the most calves 
per cow had disease-free herds and 
were following a systematic breeding 
plan. Their goal was a calf for every 
cow. Culling out the non-producers 
and giving the herd diligent atten¬ 
tion at calving time were shown to 
be important means for achieving 
that goal.

Poultry development plans in Clin¬ 
ton county include keeping complete 
records by 20 farmers, the building 
of 15 sun porches on brooders, one 
electrical brooding demonstration, 
a poultry tour, and the building of 
several laying houses. 

Henry county farmers are inter¬ 
ested in the beef, cow and calf plan. 
The plan includes carrying cows 
through the winter on hay and corn 
stover and through the summer on 
.grass, selling the calves at weaning 
time.

BEETS AND CARROTS 
By John S. Gardner 

Kentucky College of Agriculture 

As vegetables for next winter’s 
store, beets and carrots are impor¬ 
tant, now. This is more particularly 
true of carrots for they must be sown 
before the soil and the season be¬ 
come hot and dry, whereas there is 
opportunity until July for sowing 
winter beets. 

Being root crops their nitrogen re¬ 
quirements are low unless it is 
“balanced” with phosphorus. Manure 
causes both to “grow to top.” The 
soil should be friable or mis-shapen 
and forked roots result. Also there 
should be no coarse litter in what¬ 
ever manure is used, for the same

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Island of Helgoland 

Is German ‘Sentinel’ 

Helgoland is Germany’s North sea 
sentinel. Lying 28 miles off shore, it 
is a defensive outpost for the vital 
German ports of Hambiug, Bremen, 
and Cuxhaven. This small chunk of 
red sandstone has an area of less 
than one square mile; yet there are 
Hritons who regret that England in 
1890 gave it to Germany for all the 
thousand square miles of the Zanzi¬ 
bar protectorate in Africa, accord¬ 
ing to the National Geographic so¬ 
ciety. 

Helgoland as a German base in 
the World war was one of the chief 
North sea threats to the British 
navy. When British ships sailed into 
Helgoland Bight in August, 1914, 
their clash with the Germans was 
the first serious sea battle of the 
war. 

Residents of the island are peace¬ 
ful red-faced sea-going folk, chiefly 
fishermen. Their small island rock 
was once headquarters for the North 
sea herring fisheries, but mysterious 
eddies of herring migrations swept 
the fish away; now the fishermen 
trap lobsters. Their wives until re¬ 
cently had a summer business of 
entertaining tourists, for Helgoland 
had been a popular resort for vaca¬ 
tionists from northern Germany. 

The town is huddled on one cor¬ 
ner of the triangular island, with an 
overflow at the base of the little 
rock’s famous cliffs; the town's two 
parts are joined by steps and eleva¬ 
tors instead of streets. A thin 
stretch of sandy beach projecting 
into the sea is popular for surf and 
sun-bathing. Assaults of high winds 
and crashing waves, however, pre¬ 
serve Helgoland's atmosphere of 
sternness, which made early Norse¬ 
men think of it as the stronghold of 
their stem god of justice, and for 
that reason a Helgo- (Holy) Land.

First Steam Locomotives 
Were Real ‘Iron Horses’ 

The "iron horse” followed the cov¬ 
ered wagon across the continent. Be¬ 
cause of its much greater power and 
speed, it rapidly became the com¬ 
mon means of transporting passen¬ 
gers and goods. It revolutionized 
travel. It broke down barriers of 
time and distance, and united wide¬ 
ly separated territories into a close¬ 
ly knit nation and a common mar¬ 
ket. 

The "iron horse,” as the steam 
locomotive was known in its early 
days, was originally built of iron. 
Today it is largely constructed of 
steel. And today, also, it exists in 
a variety of types. 

In addition to steam locomotives 
there are electric locomotives driv¬ 
en by current transmitted from cen¬ 
tral power stations through trolley 
wires or third rails. There are Die¬ 
sel-electric locomotives, which car¬ 
ry their own power stations—inter¬ 
nal combustion engines which gen¬ 
erate the current used for propul¬ 
sion. There are steam-electric loco¬ 
motives in which steam turbines 
drive generators which supply cur¬ 
rent to the driving motors. And 
there are combination locomotive- 
cars, called "rail motor cars." Some 
of these are driven directly by inter¬ 
nal combustion engines like auto¬ 
mobiles. Others are driven by elec¬ 
tricity generated by internal com¬ 
bustion engines, or by current sup¬ 
plied by storage battery, third rail 
or trolley.
